Nixon admits ordering CIA activity in Chile 


WASHINGTON <UPl> - Richard M. 
Nixon ordered massive Cl A covert ac­ 
tivities in Chile in 1970 to prevent es­ 
tablishment of a Cuban-style Communist 
"beachhead’’ for guerrilla operations 
throughout South America, according to 
documents released today 
In a highly unusual action, lawyers for 
the former president released to the 
media 34 pages of his responses to ques­ 
tions put to him by the Senate in­ 
telligence committee even before the 
panel had received the document 
The committee, headed by Sen Frank 
Church. D-Idaho, sent a list of 77 ques­ 
tions to Nixon at his San Clemente, Calif 
home Feb 
5 requesting they be 


“ answered expeditiously” under oath 
The answers started trickling in short­ 
ly after but the final batch was delayed 
until today by Nixon's controversial 
trip to Peking late last month 
The often cryptic answers covered a 
wide variety of subjects ranging from 
Chile to FBI and CIA domestic activi­ 
ties against American citizens 
They were released without the panel's 
knowledge and without the questions the 
committee had asked 
Committee spokesmen, obviously 
angered at Nixon s action said the ques­ 
tions were 'still classified' but the mat­ 
ter would be resolved later today 
Nixon in a preamble to his responses 


said it was his opinion that Congress 
“ cannot compel a president to testify 
concerning the conduct of his office' but 
that he was responding “ voluntarily” 
and that future presidents should not 
regard this as a precedent 


The theme that a president has unusual 
powers both as regards activities at 
home and abroad ran through Nixon’s 
responses in defending questionable and 
even illegal activities 


In short.” he summed up. 1 there 
have been — and will be in the future — 
circumstances in which presidents may 
lawfully authorize actions in the in­ 
terests of the security of this country. 


which if undertaken by other persons or 
even by the president under different cir­ 
cumstances would be illegal.” 
Many of the questions Nixon answered 
could only be guessed at but he appeared 
to make these main points: 
He authorized covert activities in 
Chile in 1970 to prevent the election of 
Marxist Salvador Allende as president on 
grounds “ the expansion of Cuba-styled 
communist infiltration into Chile would 
have provided a ‘beachhead’ for 
guerrilla operations throughout South 
America ” He said he knew of no plans 
concerning a coup by Chilean Army 
Chief of Staff Gen Rene Schneider who 
was assassinated in 1970 and maintained 


that CIA activities which he said he 
ordered terminated in October 1970 
“ were not a factor in bringing about the 
1973 military coup’’ in which Allende 
died 
— 
Because of a wave of bombings, 
terrorism and domestic violence in 1970 
he authorized a coordinated counter­ 
operation by most intelligence agencies 
but called the operation off after a few 
days after objections from the late FBI 
Director J Kdgar Hoover Nixon said he 
was “ surprised” at Hoover’s disagree­ 
ment because the FBI chief had attended 
the meeting setting up the operation, 
later to be known as the “ Huston plan,” 
The quality of intelligence during 


the Nixon administration “ was relative­ 
ly adequate“ but “ better intelligence 
concerning the Yom Kippur War in 
the Middle East might have permitted 
moves to avert it ” 


— Nevertheless, he found “ recent ef­ 
forts to emasculate the Central 
Intelligence Agency and related in­ 
telligence organizations to be not only in­ 
credibly short-sighted but potentially 
dangerous to the security of all free 
nations ” 


— “ For the national media to publish 
and disseminate classified national

The recbmmendation of 
fountv Administrative Officer 
Ravmond I) Johnson could br 
ing on a new confrontation 
between the supervisors and 
Presiding Superior Judge Klovd 
Dodson 
who has present 
authority over the position as 
judge of the juvenile court 


The proposed ballot proposi­ 
tion is the latest move in a con 
troversv that has broken out 
over veteran Chief Probation 
Officer Clifford Homer 
who 
has experienced a revolt aimed 
against him from within his 
own department in rerent 
months 


Both the (»rand Jurv and a 
special committee of the 
Board of Supervisors have been 
looking into department affairs 


in the past vear p.*rtly on the 
basis of complaints aimed at 
alleged 
favoritism 
practiced 
within the department and also 
as a result of fraud charges 
leveled aginst two employes m 
voivmg altering of pav records 
Johnson said he felt the 
Probation Department with its 
$3 9-milli<>n budget and 199 posi 
dons should be 
subject to the 
executive authority of the cotin 
tv * as county government 
finances the department 


The changeover 
declared

Under the auspices of 
the Chamber of Commerce 
Governmental Affairs Commit­

In a statement, Ford said he was expanding the panel as part of 
his overhaul of the CIA and other intelligence gathering agencies 
Ford said New York economist Leo Cherne will serve as board 


chairman

said "First, to ensure that we have the best possible information 
on which to base our policies to other nations Second, to ensure 
our foreign intelligence agencies do not infringe on the rights of 
American citizens ”

have claimed responsibility for killing prominent protestant leader 
Sammy Smyth, shot down in his sister's home by a two-man death 


squad 
A telephone caller claiming to represent the Ulster Freedom 
Fighters told a Belfast newspaper Smyth died Wednesday for 
recently advocating negotiations with Roman Catholic groups to 
end Northern Ireland's sectarian warfare 
Smyth. 55. was a founder of the Ulster Defense Association, a 
grouping of militant protestants that emerged in 1970 as a counter­ 
force to the outlawed Catholic Irish Republican Army.

When Jane* Gross was a cub reporter for Sports Illustrated, 
she* would phone her father,, Milt Gross, the late, dis* 
tinRuishod sports columnist for the New York Post, to seek 
sometimes with a little shiver — his comments on what 
she had written 
She recalls once reading him “ a very, very long story 
about a female coach Her father listened quietly At the 
end, he said, " I have no idea what that lady looks like, no 
sense of the space she occupies " 
Well Jane Gross herself is 5 feet tall, weighs IOO pounds 
and takes up a sparrow s amount of space However the sl­ 
ight space she does occupy recently caused some tremors 


She is now a sportswriter for Newsday. the Long Island 
Newspaper and, as one of its pro basketball beat reporters, 
enters men s locker rooms for post game interviews She is 
the fit''! woman to tx* doing this kind of job No other work 
mg woman in our culture regularly confronts male nudity 
other than strumpets and nurses 


A New York radio sportscaster, after absorbing his first 
wide eveful of Jane Gross in a locker room warned of a 


cataclvsm He compared her presence in the sweaty sanc­ 
tum to the Pall of ut** Roman Empire. 
The first symptoms 
of moral decay were carnal promiscuity and sexual las­ 
situde," he said 
’ How would she like to be interviewed in her bathroom'’" 
A male sportswriter in St Louin posed his first question in 
an interview "You getting your thrills doing this work ’ 
" I agreer! to be interviewed, not to be insulted." Jane said 
as sh** rose and left 


She covers the New York Nets regularly, having begun a 
year ago March The team took a vote whether to allow her

him, quickly checks the shower, and then the training room 
Site is dogged and at 28 and with some eight years of jour­ 
nalism experience, is a highly regarded reporter Her boss 
Sandy I’adwe says she is so capable that he would confident­ 
ly send her to cover anything, from a P T A meeting to a 
major trial 
Tile players treat her as a journalist, to the point where

Spheres of influence 


Eor years it seems, cities and special 
districts and other interests in Santa 
Barbara County have been patiently and 
sometimes impatiently awaiting action 
by the Local Agency Formation Com­ 
mission to establish spheres of influence 
The purpose, according to Iximpoc 
Mayor rn C Stevens, who is a member of 
LA FCO, is to provide 
the basic tool to aid in 
long range planning by 
all entities 
A deter­ 
mination by LA FCO 
would set up boun­ 
daries for the alloca­ 
tion of governmental 
services and go a long 
way toward giving 
proper weight to state­ 
ments by cities or 
communities on key 
questions of planning 
and land use designa 
Hon A spheres report is also required 
for annexations and the formation of new 
districts 
A conclusion to all this hinges on a 
decision bv the Board of Supervisors on a 
LA FCO request for a separate staff for 
the first time and also of course on the 
willingness of existing entities to aid the 
gathering of spheres of influence data 
Help will also be needed from the Area 
County-Cl ties Planning Council, ac­ 
cording to Stevens 


BITS AND P IE C E S Observers close 
to the county's Regional Occupation 
Program. ROP. say state legislation now

seniors or unemployed adults. Course of­ 
ferings can not replace or duplicate 
courses presently offered in the high 
schools 
A variety of problems have 
plagued the program Some observers 
feel the program could be improved by 
turning the tax monies over to local 
school districts instead of basing all the 
funding and top level decision making in 
the county schools office and the county 
hoard of education The observers feel 
that the current cost of the education 
which is pegged at about $1,200 a student 
is excessive Despite the criticism, there 
is widespread concern that the adverse 
sentiment not jeopardize the future of a

WASHINGTON — Down on the cor­ 
porate farms of Florida are found some 
of the nation's most oppressed workers, 
bent over the tomatoes which they pick 
for a penny a pound 
Often they wind up a week s work with 
barely enough money to pay for the food, 
rent and booze which sustain them for 
the week Some don’t earn enough to pay 
what they owe the 
straw boss who holds 
them in virtual bon­ 
dage 
We sent our reporter 
Hal Bemton to Florida 
to investigate com­ 
plaints of peonage 
Posing as a drifter, he 
infiltrated 
migrant 
worker camps and 
spent nearly a week in 
the 
f ie ld s . 
W e 
published his first in­ 
stallment in an earlier 
column 
Here is the rest of his stark 
story 
He picked tomatoes with miserable, 
ragtag men and women who were 
resigned to the hardships they endured. 
The sun blistered the backs of their 
necks The constant stooping left them 
with excruciating back 
pains 
The 
pesticides from the tomato leaves got on 
their hands and arms, sometimes caus­ 
ing bad rashes 
For their labor, they received three 
poor meals a day. a bottle of wine to kill 
the pain and a cot in a tinny compart­ 
ment that reeked of wine and urine The 
charges were deducted from their 
paychecks, leaving them with $10 to $15 
to last the rest of the week Some never 
got out of debt and started the next cycle 
by borrowing $5 from the straw boss on 
payday 
Some workers skipped meals in a 
pitiful attempt to keep from sinking 
deeper into debt One old fellow, who left 
Pennsylvania years ago after his wife 
left him abd worked on the same farm 
since April It was long enough for him to 
slide $400 into debt for food and wine 
We are withholding the names of the 
victims to spare them from retaliation 
For the straw boss, a tough customer 
with a ferocious Doberman Pinscher, 
rules the fields with an iron hand He 
roars around the farm in a sporty blue 
Jeep keeping a sharp lookout 
This is what life is like on one farm of 
the great Duda and Sons agriculture em­ 
pire which stretches from Australia to 
Europe The stoop laborers usually put in 
a backbreaking day. In the evenings, 
thev huddle around camp fires, seated on 
empty oil cans to talk and to drink wine 
They were a motley group One man 
had a freak foot with eight toes He slit 
his tennis shoes to accommodate the ex­ 
tra toes Another had one eye closed in a 
perpetual blind squint 
A third wore 
filthy rags for clothes 
The women around the camp fires 
were prematurely aged teeth missing, 
hair cropped The fields were no place 


for cosmetics and long hair 
As the dusk deepened, the people 
around the camp fires talked They told 
of the terrible cold spell earlier in the 
season 
They wrapped themselves in 
their rags in a futile attempt to keep 
warm One old man spent every frigid 
night buddled next to an all-night bon­ 
fire, afraid that if he went to bed he 
might freeze to death 
The Florida Rural Legal Services 
finally forced Duda to install electric 
heaters in the miniscule living compart­ 
ments Bemton saw check stubs which 
showed the cost of the cheap heaters had 
been deducted from the workers pay 
They were given the dubious promise 
that the money would he refunded when 
they turned in the heaters. 
Yet it was the summer that the pickers 
complained about most Then the camp 
is invaded by hordes of mosquitoes. 
which sting every exposed spot of flesh 
The workers were compelled to wear 
long winter clothes to ward off the in­ 
sects 
At night, the mosquitoes would 
slip through holes in the screens and 
cracks in the doors to attack the sleeping 
workers, who would build fires inside 
th e ir room s to sm oke out the 
mosquitoes They preferred to gag on the 
smoke rather than suffered from the 
mosquito bites 
Then* was no health care in the camp 
for th** field hands If one got sick, he 
might have to wait for days before 
someone took him to a hospital, they 
complained They told of one man. suf­ 
fering from diabetes and tuberculosis, 
who had to drag himself to the hospital 
He was in critical condition when he

arrived 
The fields were also infested with rat­ 
tlesnakes Yet a snakebite kit, which was 
supposed to be taken into the fields each 
day. lay empty in the bus that hauled the 
workers to the fields 
Then* was bitterness over the condi­ 
tions "This is the closest thing to prison 
I ve ever been in." said one man at the 
camp fire "Always in debt, never any 
money to buy clothes or shoes 
- just 
fnod. wine and cigarettes” 
Then why. Ber ton asked some of the 
laborers, did they remain in the camp9 
Some said they were too deeply in debt to 
th** straw boss to leave Others said. with 
a helpless shrug that they had no tran­ 
sportation and it was a 10-mile hike to 
the nearest city 
But the real reason, apparently, was 
that they had no hop** of finding a better 
situation 
They were accustomed to 
hardship, accustomed to having others 
control their lives. They didn’t think a 
change rn surroundings would make any 
difference 
But one night, as the embars of the 
camp lire were fading, an old , gray- 
h,tired worker edged cautiously up to 
Bernton. "I know you’re not what you’re 
pretending to be ” the old man said in a 
low voice " I don’t know where you’re 
from but I know you want to help us. 
Well I d like to give you my assistance 
"These people cheat you out of 
everything you earn It’s about time one 
of us stood up straight and tall and said 
something about it” 
We agree Even while looking at these 
victims of greed, the mind rejects the 
knowledge that this is the United States
